Many of 
those on her lower deck were fatally scald- 
ed, while forty others were crowned. 

The work of rescuing the survivors was 
extremely difficult as they were carried 
seaward with great rapidity by the flood. 
Thousands gathered about the scene of the 
dsaster and there were many affecting 
scenes as the living anJj dead were brought 
ashore. Some of the bodies will never be 
recovered.

SPANISH FORCED TO RETREAT 


Maceo Successfully Met Spanish Colo- 
nel Tejeda and Army. 


MORE POLITICAL PRISONERS JAILED 


Desertions to the Insurgents Increase 
Each Day—And Smallpox Is 
Spreading. 


Santiazo de Cuba, February 4, via Tam- 
pa, Fla., February 13.—On January 3ist 
Spanish Commander Gonzalez Moro, with 

infantry and artillery, had an en- 


500 insurgents in La Pedrera, -. Baracoa. 
After fighting an hour the troops retired 
to the city unable to defeat the rebels, in 
spite of the advantage of artillery. The | 
rebels had splendid positions. The Spanish 
Commander Gonzalez Moro was wounded 
in one leg; cone officer and five soldiers 
were killed and twenty-eight solaiers were 
wounded. The rebels had one killed and 
five wovr.ded. 

On the same day Spanish Colonel Ligue- 
ras, With a column of 800 men, had an 
engagement with a rebel party at the 
crossing of Rio Buri, Baracoa. The Span- 
iards had one killed and nine wounded. The 
rebel loss is unknown. 

On the Ist instant Spanish Colonel Tejeda, 
with his gurillas and battalions of infantry 
and 300 cavalrimen, 31,200 in all, had 
an engagemient in Majaguabo, San Luis 
zone, with the forces of General Jose 
Macco under Brigcdier General Cebreco. 
Colonel Pancho Sanchez made so strong an 
attack upon the Spaniards that the latter 
had to recross the river Canto, dispersc 3 
and defeated, and leaving on the field two 
officers and eighteen soldiers killed and 
several mules laden with ammunition an® 
provisions. The rebels had four killed and 
fifteen wounded. 

The steamer San Juan brought this 
morning from Baracca fifteen political 
prisoners who have been put in jail. 

The bodies of several persons were 
found a few days ago badly decomposed 
in the sugar fields of the sugar estate Con- 
fluente, one mile from Guantanamo. The 
administrator of the plantation notified the 
authorities of the case, but they did not 
pay any mcre attention than to give the 
order to bury the bodies. The neighbors of 
the sugar estate have found out that the- 
unfortunaté men were pacific residents of 
Guantanamo, who were taken away from 
their houses at midnight and shot by the 
guerillas under orders from their chief,

WEYLER VENTS HiS SPLEEN. 


Says He Is Thoroughly, Entireiy and 
Absolutely Disguted. 

Madrid, February 13.—A dispatch to The 
Imparcial from Havana gives a report of an 
interview with Captain General Weyler in 
which he expresses with great emphasis 
his disgust at the condition of affairs 
which he found upon his arrival in Cuba. 

With the enemy only nine miles from the 
capital the courage of the Spanish troops 
is droop:ng, the army is split up into small 
sections and a powerful force of cavalry 
is seattered into minute detachments. 
Things, he said, could not have been much 
worse, 

General Weyler declared that while he 
might meet with menetary difficulties, he 
would nevertncless conquer by constant 
work and ceaseless activity. It was his in- 
tention, he sad, to close up the infantry 
corps with re-enforcements from Spain and 
to suppress all the existing small detach- 
ments.

Havana, February i3.—(From a Staff 
Correspondent of the United Press.)—Colo- 
nel Tort reports that a force of rebels 
under Castillo attached a small detach- 
ment of his troops whe were engazed in 
repairing the telegraph LEnes near San |: 
Felipe, the fizht lasting an hour and a 
half. The rebels had three men killed and 
fifteen wounded. Reports are also received 
that a column of Spanish troops coming by 
train from Guara to San Felipe were sur- 
rounded by the enemy, who had burned 
a bridge to compel the train to stop. The 
Spanish soldiers fought with great bravery 
and. dispersed the rebels with the loss of 
five killed and many wounded. 

Another column of Spanish troops ad- 
vane:ng from Aljaria met and dispersed a 
party of rebels, killing eleven and wound- 
ing twenty-three. The only Spanish loss 
reported during the entire series of en- 
gagements was the wounding of one cor- 
pers}. 

The official report of a battle hetween 
Colorel Lovez Amor with 700 Swanish 
troops and a force of 5,000 insurgents has 
just Seen given out. The report says the 
fight lasted the entire day of Febritary 
8th. The rebels sustained heavy losses 
and the Spanish troops had six killed and 
forty wounded. The troops conducted 
themselves in the most heroic manner. 
The insurgents were the escort of the 
Cuban revolutionary junta.

CURZON EXPLAINED HOW ENG- 
LAK D ACQUIRE!) TRINIDAD. 
Dillon’s Home Rule Amendment Was

London, February 13.—In the house of 
commons today Joseph Chamberlain, sec- 
retary of state for the colonies, said in re- 
ply to a question put by Sir Ellis Ashmead- 
Bartlett, that only three of the Uitlanders 
arrested in Johannesburg and taken to 
Pretoria were now in jail at the latter 
piace and it was his belief that if any of 
them were or should fall ill they would be 
released in a manner similar to that in 
which John Hays Hammond, the American 
mining engineer, was set at liberty. 

In view of the facts, however, that the 
inquiry into the cases of the inen arrest dd 
had been adjourned without date, he was 
considering whether it would not be proper 
to suggest to the Transvaal government 
that they be released on bail.

manifestly improper that the earl of Dun- 
raven should continue to enjoy the privi- 
leges of honorary membership therein; 
therefore, it is 

“Resolved, That the secretary be in- 
structed to inform the earl of Dunraven 
that his res'gnation as an honorary mem- 
ber of the New York Yacht Club is re- 
guested by the club.”

WHITNEY IS CAREFULLY NURSING A BOOM 


Situation on All Sides Is Becoming 


Murky—X Rays Are Needed To 
Throw Light. 


Washington, February 13.—(Special.)—The 
republican presidentivl candidates were 
amazed at the announcement of Senator 
Quay’s candidacy. The announcement 
came over from Harrisburg and was made 
by his political friends—the men who had 
been his Heutenants in controlling Penn- 
syivania for so many years. This makes 
it practically sure that the Pennsylvania 
delegation to the St. Louis convention will 
be solid for Quay. 

But that does not mean Quay’s nomina- 
tion by any means. Neither Mr. Quay nor 
his friends expect him to be the nominee 
of the republican convention. Quay is not 
in it for that purpose. He simply wants 
to name the nominee and the tactics 
he has pursued will probably result in his 
doing so. 


There is no longer any doubt that Matt . 


Quay and Tom Platt have formed a com- 
bination to name the next president of 
the United States. These two men will 
contro] the delegations from Pennsylva- 
nia and New York. New York's delegation 
will go to the convention for Levi P. 
Morton, just as Pennsylvania’s will go 
for Quay. It is simply a scheme to unite 
these two delegations in sueh form that 
they can be used as a unit. 

Suppose, for instance, 
the balance of the country is divided, that 
is, it is made up of three almost equal 
parts for McKinley, Reed and Allison. The 
votes of New York and Pennsyivania 
thrown to either of the three candidates 
would probably stampede the convention 
for that man and result in his nomina- 
tion. Quay and Platt deem the nomina- 
tion this year equivalent to an election. 
They believe the man nominated will be 
the next president. They are, therefore, 
conspiring together to name him. Their 
plans are likely to succeed. They will 
practically have it in their power to narnre 
any one of the three leading candidates 
or to bring in a strong dark horse.

February 13.—(Special.) 
of Walker county, ori 
terested in considerable valuable property

Mr. Long’s visit to New England is not 
solely for the mill, but to compicte arrange~ 
ments which have begun in the east to lorm 
a company to start a new town on the 
Warrior river and but a short aistance from 
where the m.ll, waich 18 to have 40,000 sp.n- 
dies, is to be erected. The grounds for the 
town have beén picked out, and ali that 15 
needed is the surveying and drawing up of 
streets and jlots. Northern and eastern 
people desirous of moving into the south 
for the benetit of their health and other 
purposes, will be invited to innab.t the new 
town, which, though in its embryo, gives 
promise on account of its desirable location 
ef becoming a fine place. Some of the best 
coal lands in the state Le in the vicinity 
of the proposed new town, and other fa- 
cilities are offered. 

Mardi Gras Parade, 

Great preparations are being made for 
the parade on mardi gras next Tuesday. 
It promises to be the finest pageant ever 
witnessed in the city, and 25,000 people are 
expected to be here on that day. ‘There will 
be ‘half a dozen masquerade balls on Tues- 
day evening, and the whole c.ty will be 
given up to fun behind the mask. The 
police commission of Birmingham has de- 
cided to allow the citizens to appear on 
the streets in mask from 6 o’clock a. m. 
until 9:30 o’clock p. m., and gay part.es 
are now being formed to pay visits in the 
residence portion of the city by the aristo- 
crats. Several painters have been at work 
for weeks on floats, and everything will be 
ready for the parade on the day Carni- 
val flags are being stuck up all over the 
city already, and the place has begun to 
show gay signs. 

Civil Service Examination. 

The first large civil service examination 
to be held for the first half of the current 
year by the government in Birmingham, 
igs to come off on April 27th next. The ex- 
amination will be for positions in all de- 
partments, including railway mail service, 
ind.an service, departmental service and 
in the printing bureaus. Although a spe- 
cial officer will come here from Washing- 
ton, the examinations will be under the 
auspices of the local board, which con- 
Sists of employes .n the postoffice here. 

Political Gossip. 

The republicans as well as the democrats 
are all worked up in this, Jefferson county, 
over politics. The republicags will short- 
ly hold their beat meetings for the purpose 
of selecting delegates to the county con- 
vention. Leaders are working with all 
their might and main to have chosen men 
who favor certain presidential aspirants. 
The McKinley men seem to be in the lead, 
and it now looks as if the county conven- 
tion will send a McKinley delegation to the 
state convention to be held in Montgomery., 
Hon. B. M. Long, who ‘was the republi- 
can candidate for governor of the state a 
couple of years back, was in the csity last 
evening and he expressed himself as for 
Reed, of Maine. Long lives in Walker 
county, which is, badly divided on its opin- 
ion for a presidential candidate. The ques- 
tion of fusion or not with the populists in 
the state campaign seems also to be a 
disturbing élement within the ranks of the 
republicans. Fusion will be adopted as a 
mayority of the leaders are for it. 


To Hold Beat Meetings. 

Montgomery, Ala., February 13.—(Special.) 
The populists of Hale county have met 
and have determined to hold beat meet- 
ings in that county on February 29th for 
the purpose of determining whether or not 
to vote in the democratic primaries. 
Many of them appreciate that their party 
will have to choose for governor between 
David D. Shelby, of Huntsville, a gold 
standard republican, and Joseph F. John- 
ston, of Birmingham, a free coinage demo- 
crat, and they appear disp«sed to prefer 
the latter. 

A very large number of the populists of 
Alabama are anxious to return to their old 
places in the democratic party. The exam- 
ple set by those of Hale will probably be 
followed by those of other counties. 


Will Leave It to Reed. 

Hon. R. F. Kolb, Lewis Parsons and oth- 
er prominent populists and republicans 
from this state have gone to Washington 
to confer and decide upon the question of 
fusing their votes in the approaching Ala- 
bama elections, and to arrange the terms 
and conditions therefor. It is stated that 
they have referred the mattter to Hon. 
Tom Reed and have agreed to abide by 
his decision. It is understood here that 
the speaker will recommend fusion and that 
he has already said so. Whether a popu- 
list or a republican will head the ticket 
is not known. 

News of the Alabama Troops. 

The Alabama state troops will go into 
camp in regiments this year, instead of in 
battalions, as during the past two or 
three years. The troops are divided into 
three regiments, and the colonel eommanhd- 
ing each will probably be accorded the priv- 
jllege of selecting the place at which the 
encampment of his forc2s will be neld. Mo- 
bile will certainly entertain one regiment, 
Montgomery cr Birmingham another, and 
Anniston appears to have a good chance at 
the third. 

It is intended that the encampments this 
year shall be administered in as economi- 
cal a way as possible, in order that the 
troops shall be enabled to save out of their 
approovriation sufficient to purchase arms 
aad equipments for 10 additional men, 
three new five-mile rifles, for the artillery 
battery and a Hotchkiss mounted, rapid- 
firing rifie, with a range-of three and a 
half miles. All of these proposed purchases 
are intended to be Kept at the capital.

Road to Coosa Coal Fields: 

Anniston, Ala., February 13.—(Special.)— 
The pr2liminary steps toward building a 
railroad from this city to the Cdosa coal 
fields, a distance of twenty miles, were 
taken at a citizens’ méeting here yester- 
day. The plan proposed is a co-operative 
one and was suggested by Mayor FF. M. 
Hight. Shares will be placed at $10 each, 
payable in 5 per cent monthly assessments, 
all moneys received to be expended on con- 
structiow as fast as paid in. The object of 
the proposed road is to secure cheaper fuel 
for Anniston and strikes a popular chord. 
Citizens almost without exception signify 
their intention of taking as many shares as 
their respective financial conditions will 


allow. 

At the meeting today Mayor Hight was 
authorized to appoint a committee on sub- 
scription and it will begin work at once. 

Superintendent O. M. Stinson, of the 
United States Car Company, who is just re- 
turned from Washington, brought back 
with him an order from the Southern Rail- 
way Company for ail the axies required in 
the company’s various repair shops. The 
Southern has something over 4,600 miles of 
railroad and several big repair shops, and 
the number of axles io Be made will be 
large every month. 

The Uinted States Car Company today 
finished up the last twenty cars on an or- 
der for fitty from the Chattanooga South- 
ern. The repairs on thirty gondolas for the 
Chesapeake and Western have also just 
been completed. The car company will 
build now twenty-five or fifty first-class 
standard gondola cars for sale, while wait- 
ing for some big orders which it expects 
to receive shortly, in order to keep the men 
employed. :

dividing doors can be rolled back and the 
Sunday school room made a part of the 
main auditorium. 

Mr. R. J. Riddle, president of the Iron 
Belt Mercantile Company, is just back from 
Estill Springs, Tenn., where he, as a rep- 
resentative of the holders of bonds of the 
company, bought at special commissioners’ 
sale the Noell flouring mills, in which many 
wholesale grocery houses in this state are 
interested. Mr. Riddle has been vice pres- 
ident and associate manager of the com- 
pany, but conditions existed which seem- 
ingly made it impossible to keep the con- 
cern on its feet. The plant is the largest 
in the south and cost about $350,010. The 
main building is 595 feet long and six sto- 
ries high. What the bondholders will do 
with the mill is not known.

Some 
of the convicts wore ragged clothes. Some 
wore shoes through the ends of which their 
toes protruded. Captain Cox had told him 
all he Knew about the ducking. 

Witness Roland was put up for the third 
time. He was asked many questions as to 
the sanitation and cleanliness of the camps. 
Very little was elicited from him. 

Colonel Hammond put in evidence the re-

He Doctored Convicts. 

A boyish looking physician whose brown 
face spoke eloquently of the suns of ‘gouth- 
ern Georgia ascended the stand. He said 
his name was Dr. Prendergast and that 
he was the camp physician at Alexander- 
ville. The convicts were well treated, lived 
better than the free labor of that vicinity. 
They did not wear socks as a rule; they 
preferred not to, as the climate was damp, 

“Do people generally in that section wear 
socks?’’ he was asked. 

A large percentage did not. As a phy- 
sician he did not think there were any 
damaging results from failure ito wear 
socks. The fare at the camps was good. 
He had boarded at the camp. For a month 
last fall the convicts had lived in a tent, 
sleeping on bunks. The tent had become 
torn by the wind after awhile. 

Representative Gordon Lee, of Chicka- 
mauga, Was put up by the jtefense. He was 
one of the house investigating committee. 
He went to Cole City. The food there 
seemed to be wholesome. He examined 
several bucketsful intended for convicts. 
There seemed to be enough of it. He saw 
one or two convicts with dilapidated 
clothing at Coke Oven. Beds in sleeping 
departn ents were dirty. He only saw a 
bathing place at one camp. 

Colonel Hammond sought to show that 
Mr. Lee was too busy acting host to the 
visiting legislators to investigate anything. 
Mr. Lee said he had entertained the legis- 
lators on one day of their stay in north 
Georgia. 

Another Legislator For the Defense. 

The evidence of Representative G. W. 
Cureton, of Dade, was favorabie to the 
lessees. He said he lived at Hising Fawn. 
He had visited that camp with the house 
committee. He thowght Rising Fawn in 
good condition generally. He was asked 
if he had seen the house penitentiary re- 
port prepared by Mr. Reagan, of Henry, 
previous to its adoption. He had heard it 
read from the clerk's desk. 

“Did you approve it?’’ 

‘“No,’’ said Mr. Cureton, ‘I did not. Af- 
ter hearing the clerk read it 1 told Mr. 
Reagan that I thought. it too severe on 
Rising Fawn, as that camp was all right. 
He said in reply that ‘the whole business 
ought to be given a good raking over the 
coals.’ ”’ 

“Did you object to any other portion of 
it save the reference to Rising Fawn?” 

“I don’t recall that I did.’’ 


His Son Well Treated. 


Mr. Q. A. Johnson was called. 

Mr. Johnson is a substantial looking gen- 
tleman about thirty-five. There was a pros- 
perous air about him and there was consid- 
erable curiosity to know what he was 
going to testify about. He said he lived at 
Washington, Ga., and had visited Cole 
City. 

“f have a son in the’ camp there,” he 
said 

It developed that his seventeen-year-old 
son, Milward Johnson, had been. sent to 
the penitentiary from Macon for assisting 
prisoners to escape. 

“T went there .o see my boy,” continued 
Mr. Johnson. “I saw so many reports 
about the bad treatment of convicts at 
Cole City that I was worried. My wife read 
the reports and was nearly worried to 
death about our boy. I got there Saturday 
afternoon. I aidn’t see my boy until the 
next morning. He had on a decem suit 
of clothes and seemed ropust. He had 
grown much stronger since I had seen 
him. He said they gave him enough to 
eat. He said the sleeping place was all 
right. es 

“The bread seemed all right. I carried 
some of.it home with me te show to my 
wife. I ate dinner at the convict camp 
and had what they gave the convicts. 
It was all right. All of the convicts seem- 
ed to like Captain Cox. I spent the two 
nights I was at Cole City with Captain 
Cox. My son was not put to work in 
the mines, but was given work outside.”’ 


He Preaches to Convicts. 


J. T. Haddaway, the chaplain at Cole 
City and Rising Fawn, was put on the 
stand. He testified to the general good 
treatment of the convicts. He said they 
were given plenty to eat. They attended 
his services and were respectful. The re- 
lations between them and Captain Cox 
seemed to be pleasant. Thei1 clothing 
was decidedly better than that of the 
free labor employed in that vicinity. Their 
general treatment was better. He “<n- 
swered a great many questions concerning 
the general conduct of the camp. His tes- 
timony closed the afternoon session. 

The afternoon session continued from 3 
to 5:36 o’elock. Governor Atkinson an- 
nounced that he would continue it an 
hour later than formerly, as he wanted to 
get through with the testimony this week. 

“We will adjourn until 9 o’clock in the 
morning,’’ said he, ‘‘unless the attorneys 
want to commence sooner.” 

‘Nine is early enough,” said 
Hammond.

B. Price owns several large plantations and 
upon some of them he uses convict labor. 
Mr. Price is one of ‘he most prosperous 
und successful men of that section of the 
state and his plantations are all well 
equipped. On Monday morning preceding 
Christmas day a large barn on one of his 
places was burned and that afternoon an- 
‘other still larger was consumed by fire. It 
was apparent that both conflagrations were 
the result of firebugs and Mr. Price at 
once secured the services of Captain Crim. 
The barns were both filled with hay, grain 
and rolling stock and farming implements 
and the loss amounted to something like 
$4,009.

Mest of the free silver democrats in the 
senate come from southern states, in which 
the votes will be largely cast for the demo- 
cratic candidate, no matter who he may be 
or what sort of a platform he may run on. 


dn other words, it is proposed that the 
states that never have and never will 
give the democratic party an electoral 
yote shall employ their power and in- 
fluence in the national convention to dic- 


“tate the platform and to nominate the 


candidates, depending on the devotion 
of the southern democrats to carry the 
party to success. 

It is natural that the Washington cor- 
respondent should make such a boast— 
or, if you are pleased to call it so, such 
a prediction. It is justified by past 
events. The democratic platform, year 
after year, has been dictated and the 
candidates named by the states that 
have not, in thirty-six years, given the 
democratic party a single electoral vote; 


‘and now the brethren to the north and 


east of us make no bones of boasting 
that southern, democrats will swallow 
any platform that the non-democratic 
states can invent, and support any can- 
didate they may name. These brethren 
think that submission to the will of the 
northern and eastern non-democratic 
states has become a confirmed habit 


with southern democrats, and they are 


making their calculations accordingly. 

And the calculations are surprisingly 
simple. The non-democratic states, 
which have heretofore dictated plat- 
forms and named candidates for the 
democratic states to indorse, are wed- 
ded to the gold contraction policy. On 
this issue the democrats and republicans 
of the northeastern states are one. Both 
parties are as much alike in that section 
as two peas. Shake ’em up in a bag 
and it would require the wisdom of Solo- 
mon to say which is the democratic and 
which the republican party. 

If anything some of the democrats in 


the non-democratic states are keener ad- 


vocates of the British gold standard 
than the republicans, and they make no 
concealment of the fact that they pro- 
pose to dictate a platform and name a 
candidate that shall not be obnoxious 
to their financial views in the slightest 
degree.

bear in mind. The first, and perhaps the 
most important, is the fact that the 
democratic party of the south has re- 
mained solid for so many years because 
of the fear of negro domination. That 
fear has been the controlling influence. 

It was natural that the people of the 
south should entertain such a fear «4 
late as the seventies; but it is not en- 
tertained now in any quarter. It can 
no longer be employed as a political brz- 
aboo. There is no fear of negro domina- 
tion. 

Another fact that the northern and 
northeastern brethren ought to bear 
clearly in mind is that large bodies of 
voters in the south who once heartily 
supported the democratic party have 
grown tired of the dictation of plat- 
forms and the naming of candidates by 
the non-democratic states, and have 
withdrawn their support from the or- 
ganization. Fed by the injustice which 
is now depended on to commit the par- 
ty bodily to republican financial doc- 
trines, a powerful opposition to thd 
democratic party has sprung up in the 
south, and this opposition only needs 
the dictation of a gold contraction plat- 
form and the naming of a gold contrac- 
tion candidate at Chicago to give it ad- 
ditional strength and enthusiasm. 

Another fact that ought to attract the 
attention of the brethren in the non- 
democratic states is that since 1803 the 
democratic party has lost control of 
congress: lost West Virginia; lest Mary- 
land; lost North Carolina; Kken- 
tucky, and nearly lost Tennessee.

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From the Queen’s Speech. 

“IT regret to say,’ remarks the queen 
of England in her speech addressed to 
parliament, “that the condition of hus- 
bandry is disastrous beyond any re- 
cent experience. Measures will be laid 
before you with the object to mitigate 
the distress in that industry.” 

So it goes. “Measures” are to be taken, 
but there is only one measure that 
will give anything approaching perma- 
nent relief, and that is the reduction of 
the artificial value that has been given 
to gold by the demonetization of silver. 

The distress among the farmers of 
Yreat Britain and this country is due 
to low prices, and Mr. Balfour, a mem- 
ber of the queen’s cabinet, says that the 
low prices of farm products are the re- 
sult of the artificial appreciation of gold 
which followed the demonetization of 
silver. 

Mr. Balfour went on to say that the 
farmers of England need not look for 
relief abroad, but urged them to unite 
their influence with the bimetaltists so 
that they might force the remedy to be 
applied at home. 

Our own farmers do not need this 
sort of advice, but they do need to be 
advised to unite with those who are 
working in their behalf and in behalf 
of the rest of the pcople.

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Consistency Don’t Count. 

We have received the following com- 
munication from a well-known citizen 
of Atlanta whose hame is attached, but 
who, not being actively interested in the 
discussion of public questions, Coes not 
care to engage in a political controversy. 
Our correspondent writes: 

Editor Constitution—I notice that the 
goll standard organ which is the property 
of the secretary of the interior says that 
the voice of a statehouse officer in the mat- 
ter of one or two conventions should be en- 
titled to no more consideration than that 
of anybody else. This may be very true 
and yet it will be remembered that when 
this question was first brought up for dis- 
cussion Hon. L. N. Trammell, chairman of 
the state railroad commission, was the first 
statehouse officer to be interviewcd on the 
subject and in a two-column, elaborate in- 
terview in The Journal he endeavored to 
show why it was best to hold two conven- 
tions instead of inviting a grand democratic 
rally in one series of primary contests. 
The same organ in publishing tlie inter- 
view called conspicuous attention to it 
editerially, emphasizing the fact that the 
yoice of this statehouse officer was enti- 
tled to special consideration. How is this 
for consistency? DEMOCRAT. 

If our correspondent understood the 
situation as well as most people he 
would know tliat consistency plays no 
part in the record of the “‘organ’’ from 
Which he quotes. 

As our correspondent shows, the first 
statehouse oflicer quoted in the discus- 
sion over the question of one or two 
conventions was the chairman of the 
railroad commission, who, for the past 
year or so, has been the pot washer of 
the gold standard kitchen cabinet in 
this state. Of course, when this able 
statehouse officer spoke, the whole state 
was put on notice by the same “organ,” 
above quoted, fhat a prophet had arisen 
to point the way to wandering demo- 
crats. 

3ut this particular prophet is not 
elected by the people, his office being 
appointive, and since he holds over for 
two more years after this, he is, of 
course, not personally interested in the 
result of the state election. Other 
statehouse officers, however, from gov- 
ernor down, have to go before the peo- 
ple this fall and it is natural that their 
views should be considered in matters 
pertaining to the election; and yet when 
one of them ventures a suggestion he 
is quietly informed, by indirection, that

A few weeks ago a carrier pigeon with 
a letter sent by Nansen, the explorer, 
from a point near the north pole, flut- 
tered into the window of Mrs. Nansen 
at Christiana, Sweden, and the waiting 
wife learned that her husband was safe. 

This morning our dispatches announce 
that Nansen is on his way home from 
the north pole where he discovered land. 

The world will wait impatiently for 
the full story. Did Nansen find an 
open polar sea? Is there any way of 
reaching the pole by water? How much 
land surrounds the pole, and is it in- 
habited, and how about the climate? Is 
it a region capable of being colonized 
and developed? These questions have 
interested the world for many years, 
and hundreds of brave men, from Sir 
John Franklin down, have lost their 
lives trying to solve the problem. 

It is useless to indulge in any guess 
work. We must wait until Nansen gets 
back to Iurope and makes his report. 
Simultaneously with this notable expedi- 
tion to the arctic regions some adven- 
turous explorers have undertaken the 
task of reaching the south pole, where 
they confidently expect to find’a conti- 
nent, possibly inhabited, with compara- 
tively a mild climate. 

It may be that we are on the eve of 
great dicsoveries and revelations. 

But the colonists of the future can 
get along without either of the poles. 
l‘or generations to come Africa and 
South America will attract the surplus 
population of HRurope, and they will also 
draw people from this country. The 
United Stafes will never again see such 
a rush of European immigrants as we 
have had. Our productive public lands 
have been disposed of, and our real 
estate will continue to increase in value. 
Hereafter there will be a movement of 
population in this country, but it will 
be from the northeast and northwest to 
the south, where all the conditions of 
more inviting than in 


existence are 
other sections. 

There may be continents at the two 
poles, but they will not draw immi- 
grants. 
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The ‘Alabama Street Bridge. 


We present a communication in 
another column, signed “West Side,” 
about the building of the Alabama 


street bridge. The writer sets forth the 
urgent necessity for the construction of 
this bridge as soon as possible. 

We agree with him in all he says 
about the importance of the work and 
think that it ought to be inaugurated as 
soon as possible. There have been 
reasons existing heretofore, as a result, 
of the status of the Central railroad, 
which necessarily delayed any material 
progress toward the construction of the 
bridge, but we are informed upon relia- 
ble authority that the new organization 
of the Central railroad will be effected 
in the next ten days. A settlement of 
all outstanding differences has been 
made, the road is not now in the hands 
of a receiver, and proper transfers of 
title that were necessary before the con- 
struction of the bridge could be com- 
menced, can be made by the road to the 
city for the balance of the right of way 
that has been the impediment in the 
way of closing the matter pending the 
receivership of the road. 

We believe it is the duty of our city 
council to take yigorous action toward 
pushing this work. As soon as the re- 
organization of the Central railroad is 
announced a committee of the council 
ought to have a conference with its au- 
thorities to see what is necessary to be 
done to perfect the titles to such prop- 
erty as is required. If there is any dis- 
agreement between the railroad’s and fhe 
city’s plan of the bridge, these should 
be adjusted. In other words, it is time 
now to begin to confer on this matter, 
because there is no serious obstacle in 
the way of its construction. We trust 
that the city council will take the mat- 
ter up at its next meeting and appoint a 
committee to confer with the railroad 
authorities, looking to the construction 
of this bridge.

been .the invariable result. Already evi- 
dence has been presented which leaves 
little room to doubt that convicts, in one 
of the camps at least, are subjected to cru- 
el and dangerous punishment, that disci- 
pline is not as it should be, and that the 
principal needs of the prisoners are not, 
along some lines, as fully supplied as they 
have a right to expect.

The city counc#l cer- 
tainly does, for it has made the appro- 
priation of money several times for that 
purpose. Then, why is it not carried for- 
ward? Everybody knows, who knows any- 
thing about it, that there is a large por- 
tion of the west side of the city that 
would be valuable to the people and to the 
city if that bridge was built. 

This thing has been san the minds of the 
people for more than)-venty years. We 
have spent mone buying the righé of 
way that might just as well have been 
thrown away unless we are going to act on 
it. 

It is said that there will be a union depot 
erected on the present site of the Macon 
railroad freight depot. Suppose that depot 
is tuilt: I think I can see more necessity 
then than now for the extension of Ala- 
bama street. 

Where would we be today if it was not 
for the Forsyth street bridge? Many of 
you remember how hard it was to get that 
built. Wheres a man who would say the 
Forsyth street bridge should be discontin- 
ued? The extension of Alabama street will 
be, if possible, more important to the whole 
people of Atlanta than was the building of 
the Forsyth street bridge. 

I have no property that this Alabama 
street extension would reach, but I am 
speaking generally of the benefit to be de- 
rived from this improvement.

He Tells of the Pullman Strike and 
Pleads for Organization. 
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TReAT POOR AND RICH ALIKE 


Opposed to Violence, 


HE BELIEVES IN PEACEABLE METHODS 


The Centralization of Wealth in the 
Hands of a Few is Pronounced To 
Be a Menace to the Country. 


Eugene V. Debs, the head of the Ameri- 
can Railway Union, spent yesterday rather 
quietly. He was called on at the Kimball 
house by members of his order and other 
labor organizations, and he got out and saw 
something of the city. A large part of 
the day, however, he -pent in his room at 
the hotel... Sometimes he had as many as 
a dozen callers in his room at once. 

The other organizations of railway men 
did not take to him much. The Order of 
Ra‘lway Conductors in particular fought 
shy of him and did not hesitate to criticise 
the Am:e-ricun Railwa Union. Last night 
the conductors had t:" enographers at 
the Columbia to take n the address 
verbc n.

Some of these composed a committee from 
the Feder..tion of Trades. Mr. Debs came 
upon the stage with Mr. W. P. Blount and 
was greeted with applause. Mr. Blount, 
who introduced the labor leaJjer in a brief 
speech, said that it was a pleasure to him 
to present to the audience a man who came 
in the interest of a liberty-loving peor’>. 

Mr. Blount hit at trusts and combines and 
described Mr. Debs as the man of this 
momentous era. No method has been dis- 
covered, he declared, for suppressing all 
the time the liberties of a people. A refer- 
ence to the downfall of the Bastille was 
received with cipplause. 

Mr. Debs Speaks. 

The orator of the occasion had a sym- 
pathetic audience. He spoke fluently. with- 
out attempts at eloquence, but occasionally 
indulging in bits of word painting which 
were graphic. He received frequent out- 
bursts of applause for some sentiment or a 
humorous hit. | 

He began by stating that he was present 
to discuss some phases of the labor ques- 
tion which he declared touch the inter- 
ests of all the people. He was quick to 
avow his faith in the future and said that 
he is persuaded that the ship of state will 
safely weather all the storms: 

Some of the things which he said were: 

“We now number millionaires by the 
hundreds and mendicants by the millions. 
Centralization of wealth in the hands of a 
few men absolutely dominates this coun- 
try. But now we behold organizations of 
Jaboring men, imitative of the example_of 
wealth, by uniting and working together. 
There are those who say that labor or- 
ganizations foment strife and sometimes 
engage in strikes. I admit that a strike is 
in the nature of a calamity, but now and 
then it becomes a question between a 
strife and a degradation of labor. In such 
a case I have said and say again, that I 
favor the-strike. I would remind you 
that we live under a striking government. 
From Lexington to Yorktown it was a con- 
tinuous strike against tryanny. The rev- 
Olutionary fathers were agitators. George 
Washington was a demagogue in his day. 
Today he is a demigod. There were tories 
in those days who sad ‘if you continue 
this agitation we will have war.’ Wash- 
ington said: ‘If war is to come, let it come 
at once.’ ” 

Alluding to the inconvenience caused by 
strikes Mr. Debs said: 

“If an Atlanta merchant starts for the 
north and his train is tied up on account 
of a strike he condemns the strikers and 
denounces Debs. He does not know that 
the strike is the culmination of long con- 
tinued wrongs and injustice and oppression. 
If a railroad corporation cuts its wages 
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results the company should at least divide 
the responsibility. Think of a man here 
in Atlanta who loses his position through 
no fault of his own. Unable to get work 
nere he goes to Macon; has no success 
there; goes on; gets hundréeds of miles 
away from home and becomes seedy. 

“He feels degraded and by degrees be- 
comes a tramp who does not want work. 
Instead of denouncing the tramp army, 
we ought to try to do something to re- 
deem them. Our cannibilistic  civiliza- 
tion needs reforming. There are millions 
of men tonight who have wives, sisters 
and daughters in actual want. The one 
idea today is to get money. Show me how 
much money a man has and I will show 
you how high he is marked on the social 
thermometer. I am not against the rich 
and do not intend to attempt to prejudice 
any one against the wealthy, but I would 
have all men stand equal before the law. 
(Applause.) 

*‘Lincoln said that under our govern- 
ment man was of more importance than 
property. He said: ‘Man before the dol- 
lar.’ We do see man before the dollar— 
but he is on his Knees worshiping it. (Ap- 
plause.) 

“The world is beginning to think of 
the economic questions. Workingmen are 
beginning to think and they soon will be- 
gin to act. They will take their rights— 
by the ballot. Here labor is the prophet, 
the pricst and the king.”’ 

Mr. Debs paid a glowing tribute to 
labor and what it produces. Continuing 
he declared that centralized wealth domi- 
nates every department of our govern- 
ment. It dictates legislation and then 
dietates the interpretation of the laws. 

The action of the supreme court in de- 
claring against the income tax was: re- 


Brown were quoted. The last named said 
that the decision of the court was a sur- 
render to the moneyed class. Harlan pro- 
nounced it little less than revolution. 
“No anarchist could speak more vigor- 
ously in terms of stronger denunciation. 
No judge can reach the supreme court un- 
less he is favored by the money power. 
Lyman Trumbull said: ‘It is no use—we 
are in the grasp of the money power.’ 
Governor Altgeld said that a federal judge 
usurps the authority and power of a czar.”’ 
Touching on the Pullman strike Mr. 
Debs said that first of all let it be under- 
stood that the Pullman company owns 
the town of Puilman. From the cradle to 
the cemetery a citizen of Pullman is every 
minute of his life dominated by Pullman. 
Prior to the strike the wages had been 
reduced three times. The rents were 2% 
per cent higher than in Chicago. When 
the strike occurred in May, i894, the Pull- 
man employes owed $70,000 rent. They 
move away. Pullman owned 
them. When the committee finally reach- 
ed Mr. Pullman he said in a pharasaical 
spirit: “Haven’t I been a father to you?’ 
“T say I would rather take my chances 
as an orphan. 
“The next evening the grievance com- 
mittee was discharged and then the 4,200 


employes quit work. There were women 


down to the starvation point and a strike 
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cents a day. The capital of this company 
was increased in a few years-from a few 
Millions to $61,000,000." . 

Mr. Debs said that he saw children in 
Pullman begging for bread on the streets. 

“IT am not in favor of the destruction 
of any one’s property. I am opposed to 
rioting and to lawlessness. The mem- 
bers of the American Railway Union 
did not engage in rioting. Not a member 
of the American Raillway Union was 
arrested for rioting and lawlessness.”’ 

Mr. Debs declared that no cars were 
burned until the United States deputy 
marshals were sworn in. He quoted 
fronr the chief of police of Chicago, who 
said that the deputy marshals were mostly 
selected from the lowest classes, thieves, 
tougns and cut-throats. 3 

Alluding to the injunctions, Mr. Debs 
Said that he took the first ones which 
were issued against him to two of the 
best constitutional lawyers in Chicago 
|} and aske. them what right he had left 
under them, and the lawyers told him 
to go on as he had been, that he was 
doing no wrong. 

“I took their advice and got six months.”’ 
(Laughter), ‘‘You enjoy that a great 
deal more than I did.” 

This sally provoked another outburst of 
laughter. 

“When I was in jail I had a fellow 

prisoner who got twelve months for 
stealing a $2 cloak. But the railroad 
wreckers go free. What is tlie difference 
between the poor thief and the rich one? 
One million dollars.’’ (Applause).- 
In regard to what. organized labor is 
doing, Mr. Debs said: ‘“The workingmen 
have not taken full advantage of their 
opportunities.”’ The speaker advised the 
workingman to read and study, and if 
possible save a dollar or two. Depend on 
yourself. Count one. 

Capitalists don’t quarrel about religion. 
They have no dissensions when they are 


working for certain ends. Labor organiza- 
tions should profit by their exampie. 

Tr-re are many who have no use for 
the “\an who antagonizes existing condi- 
tions. 1 have lost the respect of thousands 
of people, but 1 have held nty own. 

“There is a great deal of discontent in the 
land. Some say it should be suppressed. 
Generr' Miles said the other. day that 
ihe wu st should be overcome by a large 
standi..g army. Labor should have a 
standing army of law-abiding but organ- 
ized men, 

Mr. Debs said he wanted to see women 
enjoy political equality with man, 

Some declare that woman has not intel- 
ligence enough to vote. 
a requisite to suffrage, about seven-tenths 
of my sex would be disfranchised. 

In concluding his address, Mr. Debs said 
that he saw a promise of better things. 
He did not suggest any method f6r in- 
creasing wages or the profits in business, or 
of advancing the market price of the pro- 
ducts of the farm or factory. He urged 
organization and a_ broader _ spirit of 
brotherhood among men. 

At the close of his address Mr. Debs 
held a reception on the stage, and more 
than a hundred men came up from the au- 
dience and shook him by the hand. He 
will speak at 2:30 o’clock this afternoon 
and again at 8 o’clock at the hall of the 
Federation of Trades, 264% East Alabama 
street. He will probably go to Macon to- 
morrow. The American Railway Union has 
no branch here, it is said, but has one in 
Macon,

Petition Will Be Presented the Governor 
Today in Behalf of Carr. 


A FATHER’S LOVE FOR HIS SON 


The Governor Will Be Asked To Com- 
mute the Death Sentence to 
Life Imprisonment. 


i 


The conclusion of the board of physi- 
cians investigating the mental condition of 
Alex Carr will probably be submitted to 
Governor Atkinson today. 

It may be that the fate of the murderer is 
to be decided by the report of the extiaor- 


dinary commission appointed by the gov~ 


ernor. It is certain that the report will be 
highly respected by the chief executive in 
determining the case when it reaches his 
hands formally. 

The physicians remained in session urtil 
midnight last night. At that hour they 
stated that a conclusion had not been 
reached. They hope to complete their la- 
bor today and formiuilate a report. 

The board worked on the responsible in- 
vestigation all day yesterday. The czse is 
being thoroughly and systematically stu- 
died by the doctors and every detail cf ‘it, 
from the beginning until the present time, 
is receiving attention. The genealogy of 
Carr’s family is being looked into and 
every possible bearing on his condition is 
receiving full consideration. 

If the board reports that Carr is insane 
it is probable that Governor Atkinson will 
prevent the hanging of the murderer. It is 
likely that Carr would be sent to the state 
insane asylum. If he is declared in the 
possession of his right mind it is equally 
probable that the governor will not inter- 
iere in Carr’s behalf. It might be .s.ated 
that the fate of the murderer is in the 
hands of the five learned physicians an@ 
insanity experts 

Dr. T. O. Powell, of Milledgeville: Dr. P. 
L. Murphy, of Morganton, N. C., and Drs. 
J. McF. Gaston, J. S. Todd and J. B. 
Baird are the men who were selected by 
Governor Atkinson to investigate and re- 
port on the condition of Carr. If they report 
that Carr is insane the conciusion will be 
considered as a recommendation for exec- 
utive clemency to the extent suggested. 

Yesterday the physicians remained in 
their room at the Kimball nearly all day 
and until 12 o’clock last night. They went 
over the entire case. The records of the 
trials of Carr in the ordinary’s court and 
in the superior court, and the evidence of 
the witnesses at all was discussed and con- 
sidered. The peculiar condition of the 
prisoner now and the history of how ° 
condition became existent was gone over. 
The doctors are following the scientine 
methods in such cases. Theirs will be a 
careful conclusion. The five-hour test of 
Carr in the jail office Thursday morning is 
perhaps a very important circumstance or 
the investigation—perhaps the most im- 
portant of all. At that rigid examination 
every known test at their command was 
exercised by the physicians. 

If the physicians have formed an opinion 
collectively or individually they decline to 
make it known until the full case has been 
gone over and the final report made to the 
governor. . They stated last night that an- 
other meeting would be held at which they 
hoped to conclude the case and agree on 
a verdict, or rather an opinion. 

The investigation is being made at the in- 
Stance of the governor. The Carr case has 
not yet been formally presented to him but 
it will be in a short time. Knowing that, 
he took advantage of the presence of Dr. 
Powell and Dr. Murphy in the city on 
Tuesday and consulted them about making 
the investigation. The doctors agreed to 
go into the case and the three Atlanta phy- 
siciins were then selected and commission- 
ed by the chief eXecutive to co-operate with 
Drs. Powell and Murphy. 

Dr. Baird testified at the first insanity 
trial of Carr. At that time he was of the 
opinion that Carr was sane. Dr. Gaston 
thought the murderer insane. Dr. Todd did 
not figure in the case at all. On account of 
these facts the governor -hit upon the 
plan of having the investigation made by 
men who differed on the case and by those 
who had no connection with it. All are 
learned men and are experts on the ques- 
tion at issue. 

The Petition To Be Presented. 

The petition which has been prepared on 
behalf of Alex Carr will be presented to 
Governor Afxinson this morning by the at- 
torneys of the condemned man. 

The father of Carr has been working for 
many days securing signatures to a peti- 
tion which he has been circulating among 
his friends, and this paper will also be 
placed in the hands of Governor Atkinson. 
The petition which has been prepared by 
Messrs. Arnold & Arnold, the attorneys in 
the case, is very brief and will simply ask 
that the sentence of death be commuted to 
life imprisonment in the penitentiary. 

When the paper has been placed in the 
hands of the governor the work of the 
attorneys will have keen completed and 
they will rely upon the decision ofthe 
governor as to the fate of Carr. If a 
day is set by the governor for a hearing 
of course the attorneys will be on hand 
and will argue before his excellency the 
grounds and reasons on which the petition 
is based, but it is not thought that the 
governor will care to have the case argued, 
as he has been furnished a complete synop- 
sis of the case and a history of the sev- 
eral trials and has thoroughly posted him- 
self in regard to the condition of Carr. The 
report of the board of medical exnerts will 
also be given his careful attention. 

“With the nling of the petition,” said 
Attorney Arnold yesterday, ‘‘we will have 
completed our work unless the governor 
desires us to argue the case before him. 
He may wish this or he may not. The 
petition we are to file is but a statement of

We simply ask that the sentence be 
commuted to life imprisonment. We give 
no reasons and offer no arguments. 

“The case has been thoroughly brought 
to the attention of the governor in its 
every detail and he is well informed as to 
the reasons why we have thought it nec- 
essary to ask for a commutation. If he 
thinks it necessary to set a day on which 
he wishes to hear from us, of course we 
will argue the case before him and will 
State our reasons for praying for the life 
of our client.’’ 

The commutation will be asked for on 
several grounds. The attorneys in the case 
charge that Carr is insane and has no 
knowledge of the fact that his life is 
in jeopardy, and they also charge that 
when he was tried on the question of san- 
ity he was experimented with by the jury 
in the juryroom and that certain liberties 
were taken with Carr which were not in 
keeping with the law. These and other 
Similar charges are the foundations upon 
which the petition will be brought. 


To Save the Life of His Son. 


The father of Alex Carr has been work- 
ing daily for several weeks in order to se- 
cure a large number of signatures to the 
petition which is to be placed in the hands 
of the gcr.ernor. He has lost no opportu- 
nity to ask for names, and in this manner 
has obtained several hundred signatures to 
a petition asking that the life of his son 
be spared. 

“I believe the governor will save his 
life,”” said he as he presented the well- 
worn paper to a gentleman yesterday. 
“Alex is not at himself. Why, do you know 
that my son does not recognize me? He 
doesn’t know me when I go to see him. 
He seems to have forgotten me, and——’’ 

The voice of the old man choked with 
emotion and he simply held up the soiled, 
crumpled paper and held his hand to its 
back while the name of a prominent citi- 
zen was jotted down under a long list of 
signatures. 

There is something pathetic in the work 
of the father. 
with much diff'culty. In his face are to be 
seen the features of his son, and the two 
men are identical in their every move- 
ment. The older Carr is broken in spirit 
and body and ne does not hesitate to say 
that the hanging of his son will be fol- 
lowed in quick succession with the death 
of his father. : 

What a Change Has Been Wrought. 

“T scarcely’ know my boy now, for he 
is as weak as a child and as helpiess as the 
suckling babe. I remember him as a 
strong, robust boy, and when I look at 
him through the bars and think of his 
crime and the fearful result my mind 
goes back to the time when he was hale 
and hearty and his life was full of 


promise.”’ : 
Carr’s father will continue to work among 


his friends in behalf of his son, and he 
hopes to bring a strong pressure to bear 
unon the chief executive of the _ state. 
It is probable that he will personally ap- 
pear before the governor and wili ‘ask 
for the life of his son.

the council, 

If requested to substitute the name of 
another member of the general council 
for Mr. Hirsch, it is by no Means a cer- 
tainty that Mayor King will do so. In the 
event he does not, the committee will have 
to operate with four members. 

Te contract between the Piedmont park 
owrrs and the Cotton States and Inter- 
national exposition people expires. on the 
Ist of next month and by that time the 
buildings on the grounds must be moved.

What Progress Has Been Made By 
the Classic City. 

Athens, Ga., February 13.—(Special.)— 
While the eyes of the manufacturing world 
are turned upon Georgia in the south as 
vear by year this section is marching to 
the front in manufactures, it may not be 
amiss to note a few instances of success- 
ful enterprises started in this part of 
Georgia. 

Two years ago the Harmony 
cotton mill started’ operation. It 
gunized by home capita! and it 
operated by home labor and home capital. 
It is purely a product of this section of 
Georgia and although but two years old, 
has just declared a dividend of 18 per cent. 

So marked has been the success of. this 
thriving manufactory that Hon. W. T. 
Thurmond, of Harmony Grove, ex-repre- 
sentative from Jackson county, has Siart- 
ed a movement to organize a co-operative 
company to erect and operate fully as 
large a plant a& that of the present mill. 
The Harmony Grove people are taking to 
the idea and it is believed there will be 
no trouble in raising the necessary amount 
of stock. Harmony Grove has about 1,200 
inhabitants. plenty of capital, and is a 
splendid cotton market, receiving several! 
thousand bales of the fleecy staple per 


annum. 
The Winder cotton mill is one of the 
enterprises that is to go up before the 
summer is over. The capital siock of this 
mill is $59,000 and among its prominent 
stockholders are Dr. Wiley Bush, lion. 
2ichard B. Russell, Mr. R. L.: Caruthers; 
Dr. J. C. Delaperriere and others, All the 
preliminaries of organization have 
been gone through with and all that re- 
mains to be done is to construct the mill.

contiguous to Clarke are very low and 
far below the rates of many other manvu- 
facturing counties in Georgia. Third, that 
the abundance of water power, easily util- 
ized, supplies direct or through electrical 


development a cheaper motive power than 


coal can furnish almogt at the mines. 
Fourth, that no section of Georgia furn- 
ishes as excellent .a grade of cotton or a 
greater abundance of it than northeast 
Georgia. 

The old established cotton mills indus- 
tries in this sect'on are doing well: the 
new ones are doing admirably, as is evi- 
denced by the handsome dividend just 
declared by the Harmony Grove mill, and 
quite a large number of industries are 
projected for the future. 

The best feature of the cotton mill move- 
ment in this section as regarded by the 
leading citizens is the fact that the de- 
velopment is almost entirely with home 


capital.

And Six Barely Alive When They 
Reached the Beach. 


SAD STORY OF SURVIVORS 


On a Schooner Which Sunk in the 
Gulf Last Week—The Men Have 
Been Adrift Since. 


—- a 


New York, February 13.—A Recorder spe- 
cial gives the following details of the cast- 
aways found at Dog Island beach: 

“Prom Carrabelle, Fla., February 13.—Af- 
ter days of drifting in the guif with corpses 
for companions six fishermen reached Dog 
islands yesterday, They were so weak they 
couli not walk, and the mental condition 
of four of them was not far from idiocy. 

“In the boat with the men when it drifted 
ashore were the bodies of five companions 
who had succumbed to hunger and thirst. 

“The men who reached the island alive 
are Jose Rodrigues, San Williams, Henry 
Johnson, Jonas Blackburn, Arthur Moore 
and Gilbert Holmes. 

“Holmes is the only one able to give an 
intelligible story of their sufferings. He 
says the party, consisting of eleven men, 
left Key West ten days ago on a smack 
bound for the snapper banks on the west 
coast. When two days out the 
smack was caught in the gale of 
last week, which sent her to the 
bottom, the men escaping without 
focd or clothing in a boat. 

At the Mercy of the Waves. 

For eight days th® men were at the mer- 
cy of. the waves, daily growing weaker 
from hunger and thirst. Three days after 
the wreck Frank Mason @died, and soon 
after Max Thornton, Alfred Stafford, Joe 
West and Nathan Adams succumbed. 

The survivors were too weak to throw the 
bodies overboard, and they remained in the 
boat, ghastly reminders of the fate that 
awaited the living. 

For the last two days, Holmes says, he 
was the only one of the living men who 
retained consciousness, and he does not 
remember clearly what happened. 

Yesterday afterreon the boat drifted 
ashore on Dog island, and was discovered 
by two negroes. 

The scene in the boat was horrible. Ina 
heap were eleven naked bodies and the 
negroes thought all were dead. They soon 
discovered six were still living, and pulled 
them away from the dead, on which they 
had fallen in their weakness. 

The negroes say the bodies Feémed to be 
gnawed in places and they suspect that the 
survivors in trying ‘to sustain life fed on 
their own dead companions, 

The six survivors are being cared for by 
fishermen on Dog island,

The ab- 
sorption of the forced supply from tired 
holders has held the market steady and has 
beer the sole support. Our advices are 
that in New Orleans concessions are made 
on spot offerings, and that further lhqui- 
dation is probable—unless foreign buyers 
advance prices. A small failidre of factors 
there yesterday was of no effect since they 
had no cutstanding interests. Further ad- 
vices state that the current cro esti- 
mates are considered low and that plant- 
ers show more disposition to realize; also 
on the bright side that there seeins to be 
a healthy business in Manchester, but of- 
ficial reports hardly bear out the latter 
information, as spot sales are small and 
verns and cloths in moderate demand only.

The Dry Goods Market. 

New York, February 13.—The dry goods 
market opened after the holiday under de- 
pressing weather influence, the effect of 
which was seen, despite the ‘arrival of a 
considerable number of buyers, in a dull 
store trade in all departments. Shipping 
operations were also interfered with to 
some extent, and the wholesale district pre- 
sented a quiet appearance. There Was, 
however, a considerable general business 
arising from orders coming to hand through 
the mails in which bleached cottons on the 
new price basis figured prominently. The 
development of improved imternal condl- 
tions in the, market so far has made only 
mecdified. progress, but sellers are hardly 
disappointed thereby, and their contidence 
in a better business near at hand has not 
yet beea shaken, all advances being made 
for holiday interruption, =adverse weather 
conditions and the temporary unsettling ef- 
fects of the lower prices quoted in staple 
cotton goods and in prints. There are good 
reasons for believing that jobbers and con- 
verters have low stocks, and that their re- 
plenishing requirements will shortly ba 
well in evidence. Meanwhile the demand 
in all directions, both in cotton and woolen 
goods departments is readily met at exist- 
ing prices. 


Sun’s Cotton Review. 

New York, February 13.—Cotton declined 
§ to 10 points, but rallied, closing steady 
with this crop 6 points lower and the next 
crop 5 points off. The sales were 220,600 
bales. 

Today's Features—For the moment at 
least the news favored the bears. Liver- 
pool was dull and lower, many of the 
American spot markets declined, the pub- 
lic Manchester advices were unfavorable, 
dry goods in this country are dull and the 
crop movement for the time being is rela- 
tively large. The majority of operators 
pay no attention to the fact that the pres- 
ent receipts at the ports and interior towns 
must be compared with a sudden diminu- 
tion in the receipts at this time last year 
by reason of severe snow storms at tne 
south.

Resolutions on His Death.

startled Atlarta, will be laid to rest in 
peautiful Westview today about noon. 

The funeral wil! occur at 16:30 o’clock 
and immediately after will occur’ the 
burial. 

pr. Henry McDonald, pastor of tha 
Second Baptist churck, will conduct the 
funeral services and the funeral will be 
the most impressive occurring here in 
gome <ime. It will be a sad one, too, for 
no man in Atlanta perhaps was better 
known and better loved than Dr. Aruia- 
strong. Members of his own fraternity, 
the medical fraternity, who knew him 
pecause of the‘r relations better than any 
others, gave expression to the feelings of 
thousanus of Atlantlans when they adopted 
and embodied in a resolution these words 
touching the life of their brother physi- 
clan: “He was a Christian without ~py- 
pocrisy, a friend without deceit, a citizen 
without reproach, a physician without pre- 
tense, a man without guile, who, in all 
his active but uncstentatious life, illus- 
trated all that is noblest and best in hu- 
manity.’’ 

Such it was that was written of Dr. 
Armstrong. And the very man who wrote 
those commendatory words of him was 
a neighbor of the deceased Dr. Armstrong 


—one who lived in the same neighborhood, | 


and who, almost every day, was thrown 
in company with him. 

Teday when his body is sunk into the 
grave these there standing at the side of 
the grave who knew him will feel that 
while it is only dust returning to dust,

been Dr. Armstrong’s pastor, will conduct 
the services at the Second Baptist church, 
assisted by Dr. G. B. Strickler, of the 
Central Presbyterian church.

Yesterday afternoon W. S. Armstrong, 
Jr.. who was away at New York when 
the sudden and unexpected death ‘of his 
father occurred, arrived home. The fu- 
neral arrangements were deferred on ac- 
count of Mr. Armstrong’s absence, He was 
wired of the sad news of his father’s death 
Tuesday night, but owing to bad connec- 
tions on the railroads he could not get 
here before yesterday afternoon. 

Directly after the services at the church, 
which will consist of a funeral discourse 
and devotional music service, the interment 
will occur at Westview cemetery. The 
body wiil be buried in the lot belonging 
to br. Armstrong. It adjoins the lot of 
his father-in-law, Mr. W. P. Grant. One 
gon of Dr. Armstrong is buried there now, 
Prank, who died a few years ago while but 
a year old.

“Resolved, 1. the death of our 
beloved and highly esteemed professional 
brother, co-worker and friend, tne Atlanta 
Medical college has not only lost one of its 
but a most zealous, 
active and competent member of its fac- 
ulty, who discharged every duty devolving 
on him with all the earnestness and capa- 
bility that characterized his roble and busy 
life. Engaged each day with the arduous 
duties ot professivnal work, he never fail- 
ed to meet promptly every demand made 
upon him by the institution he loved so 
well. Plain and simple in manners, unop- 
trusive and entirely without ostentaticu, 
his early medical training and contiued 
study to the end of his career, joined io his 
fine practical sense, entitled him to the 
highest place among his fellows, tuo the 
unbounded confidence of those to whom 
he ministered, and to the rich Earvest of 
professional honors he yearly reaped. As 
a teacher of anatomy and clinical surgery 
he became distinguished, and througout 
all this country stvod without a peer. F'‘or 
Many years he was a gereral surgvon of 
prominence, but» some of, his recent opcra- 
tions have rendered his name illustrious. 
Professionally honest, upright, consistent 
and a manly man, he was born a gentle- 
man of the old school. Despising the small 
and unclean ihings in profess cial iife, he 
gzoes down to his grave with a record un- 
blemished, with a name untarnished and 
with a life whose ending, touching, sudden 
and tragic, has been filled with deeds of 
love and acts of charity. He died under the 
very shadow of the institution which he 
loved so well, and which was a part of the 
crowning glory of his earthly career. It 
matters not to the living whether his life 
work be recorded on the pages of history, 
er whether a marble shaft marks the pilaee 
where he sleeps, for he will still live in 
the sweet memories of those to whom he so 
kindly ministered. At his post of duty he 
died, surrounded by some of his most inti- 
Mate medica! friends. The faculty of the 
Atlanta medical college will miss his com- 
ing and;going, but ripe tor the sickle of 
death, full of years and honors, he has 
been gathered to his fathers.

A DEAD MAN’S RIDE. 


HORSE PULLING A CORPSE—A 
RUNAWAY LAST NIGHT. 


A Coffin Slips Forward in a Hack 
and Frightens the Animal; Caus- 
ing a Lively Runaway. 


Decatur street in the vicinity of the po- 
lice station was the scene of a lively run- 
away last night, a horse attached to a 
hack containing a corpse becoming 
frightened and running several blocks be- 
fore the end of the coffin struck a tele- 
graph pole and stopped the animal.

Running to the corner of Piedmont ave- 
nue and Decatur street the animal turned 
down Decatur street and ran towards But- 
ler street at great speed. A large crowd 
of negroes in the vicinity and several 
policemen started after the runaway and 
reached the corner of Butler and Decatur 
Streets in time to see the animal sway 
toward the sidewalk and run into a tele- 
gsfaph pole. The front end of the coffin 
struck the pole and Stopped the vehicle 
in short order. - 

Policeman Whitley examined the coffin 
and found it broken at the end. -He be- 
came suspicious about the runaway and 
arrested the driver, but later released 
him.

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WILL MEET TUESDAY. 


The Special Committee on a City 
Hall To Work. 

The special committee appointed by May- 
or King to consider a new home for Atlanta 
will meet probably Monday. 

The committee is composed of Mr, In- 
man, chairman, Mr. Woodward and Mr. 
Thomas. 

At the last regular meeting of the gen- 
eral council Mr. Inman presented a resolu- 
tion providing for the appointment of a 
special committee to confer with the 
Messrs. Venable relative to securing apart- 
ments in the new building they are going 
to erect on Forsyth and Marietta streets 
for the city. Mr. Day presented a resolu- 
tion at the same time providing for the 
appointment of a special committee to 
consider the purchase of a lot and the 
erection of a city hall. 

“I think,’’ said a member of the special 
committee yesterday, ‘“‘that the committee 
will meet Wednesday next. We will hard- 
ly be able to do anything this week, and 
it may be some time before we can ac- 
complish anything worth ‘the attention of 
the general council,’’ 

“What plan will the committee plirsue? 
Will it act on Mr. Inman’s resolution or 
Mr. Day’s?’’ was asked. 

“On Mr. Inman’s, of course. I say of 
course for two reasons. One reason is 
that the committee would naturally take 
to the paper of the member of the com- 
mittee and the chairman rather than to a 
paper by another. Then, too, it is out of 
the question to think of Atlanta buying 
a lot just now and building a city hall. 
In fact, I think it will be several years be- 
fore the city can have a city hall such as 
she should have. I want to say, however, 
that I think Atlanta ought to have a 
city hall, and I will vote as quick as any 
one and work as hard as any one for a 
home Atlanta skculd have. But just now 
the financial condition of the city won’t 
warrant it, and that’s ail there is to it.” 

“What will the committee do?’’ was 
asked. 

“Well, I guess the first thing will be a 
conference with the Venable Bros. We 
will have to examine the plans for their 
new building and see what we can get that 
will meet our requirements. We will have 
to ascertain how much space the city will 
want and devise a plan upon which that 
space must be arranged. As to the amount 
we will have to pay out in rents I think 
we can agree without trouble. One thing 
Atlanta needs very much is a safe place for 
her archives. If the Chamber of Commerce 
were to burn tonight Atlanta’s archives 
would all go. There should be some ar- 
rangement by which these papers could be 
preserved. 

“Now,’’ remarked the gentleman after 
a short pause, “I think Atlanta would do 
well to get the postoffice building for a 
city hall. That building is a handsome one 
and could be converted into a city hall 
that would just suit Atlanta. I am satis- 
fied that the United States will build a 
new home here, but it will be five years 
before it is done. In that time Atlanta will 
be in shape to buy that building. I would 
favor creating a sinking fund, laying aside 
so much every year, 
once tried to do, for say five years. That 
would give the city a nice nucleus to 
work upon when she is ready to buy or to 


build.’’ *

The New Plan for Reorganization Has 
Been Accepted by Nearly All the 
Creditors of the Company. 


The reorganization committee appointed 
by the creditors of the Georgia Mining, 
Manufacturing and Investment Company 
wiil hold a meeting in a few days in the 
interest of the new plan, which has but 
recently been accepted by the majority of 
the creditors. 

The plan of reorganization, which was 
adopted by the committee, was sent to all 
of the crediturs and many answers have 
been received. Practically the plan has 
been accepted by all, as only a few 
of the smallest creditors have objected 
to the way in which it is proposed to set- 
tle up the debts of the company and form 
the new organization. 

Since the adoption of the plan notices 
have been mailed the creditors, asking 
that all certificates of indebtedness heid 
by them be sent to the chairman of the 
reorganization committee, as tne certifi- 
cates are to be taken up and new ones, 
based on the stock and assets of the new 
company, are to be issued in substitute. 
Many of these certificates have been 
sent in, and Chairman Anderson is well 
satisfied with the work of the committee 
and the readiness with which the credi- 
tors have acceeded to his request. 
Under the new organization the present 
name of the company will be changed and 
anew name Will be given it probably one of 
the names of the companies now com- 
posing the corpcration. It will be reor- 
eanized under a new charter as well, and 
will be placed upon a sound financial 
footing. All creditors will be protected 
and securities, either in morigages or 
stocks, will -be issued. In this manner 
the conrmittee believes the company will 
be placed on a solic basis and will in the 
future be conducted on a paying basis. 
The Georgia Mining, Manufacturing and 
Investment Company was conducted by 
ex-Senaor Joe Brown during his ilife- 
time, and the property was considered to 
be very valuable. After his death the 
company began to lose money and soon 
it was found necessary to place the busi- 
ness in the hands of a receiver. Mr. Ju- 
lius Brown was appointed receiver and 
his first reports as to the conditon of the 
company snaowed that much money was

WILL BE HERE FROM CHICAGO 
ON COTTON SHOW BUSINESS. 


Hepes To Stir “Up a a Great Deal of 
Interest in the Big’ Enterprise of 
the South and West. 


Mr. Ramsey H. Stewart and two other 
prominent Ch'cagoans will arrive tere this 
morning from Chattanooga, where they 
spent yesterday. .They come to confer with 
the mayor and the standing committee of 
council on manufactures, statistics, fre’ ght 
rates and transportation in regard to an 
Atlanta delegation being sent to Chicago 
to partic’pate in the organization of the 
Southern States and Chicago Exposition 
Companq. The following g2ntlemen of 
council and the Ch'cago delegation will 
hold a meeting tceday to take action on 
the ‘exposition: Messrs. Hirsch, liowell 
end Woodward. of the beard of aldermen, 
and Messrs. Inman and Morris, of counc'l. 
It is understood that a large delegation of 
prominent Atlantians will go to Chicago 
in the interest of the coming exposition. 

All the southern states will be repre- 
sented in Chicago on next Wednesday in 
the persons of the several delegates ap- 
pointed by the respective governors of 
each state to organize the Chicago and 
Cotton States Exposition Company. May- 
or Swift; of Chicago, has sent out requests 
to all the different governors requesting 
them to appoint committees from the prin- 
cipal cit’es in their states to come to the 
Windy City and confer with the Chicago 
exposition committee. Governor Atk‘nson 
in response to his request has appointed 
two delegates from each of the following 
cities, Atlanta, Savannah, Augusta, Macon 
and Columbus, to represent Georgia. The 
Atlanta delegates are Hon: A. J. West and 
Hon. J. L. McCollum, who will leave Mon- 
day for Chicago. 

There will arrive in Atlanta this morning 
at 9 o’clock three of the Chicago committee, 
one of whom is a well-known Atlantian 
and prominent figure all over the south, 
namely, Colonel Ramsey H. Stewart, whose 


confederate monument scheme, well known 
to all southerners. He also is. the first 
one to institute the -custom of bringing 
flowers from the south every confederate 
Decoration day to decorate the confederate 
soldiers’ graves in Chicago. Colonel Stew- 
art is one of the prominent promoters of 
the exposition. He w.ll be remembered 
as the gentleman Who planned the interior 
decorative work for’ the capitol building. 
The committee will, on arrival, confer with

The exposition, which may be said to be 
a southern exposition held in Chicago, is 
for the purpose of showing the people of 
the_north and west the great natural re- 
sources and industrial advantages of the 
southland without their having to come 
to the land of Dixie, but will see the ad- 
vantages which the south- holds out to 
them in one of their own cities on their 
western soil. Along with this object is an- 
other, and that is to cultivate more friendly 
and business relations between the south 
and the west, Chicago being the proper 
distributing center of 80 per cent of the 
southern products, The local committee is 
composed of the following prom.nent Chica- 
goans: William A. Giles, chairman; Mal- 
colm McNeill, secretary; General Charles 
Fitzsimmons, Captain A, L. Bell, George 
M. McKenzie, Colonel dienry L. Turner, 
David K. Hill, Robert L. Henry and Ram- 
sey H. Stewart. 

The idea is to hold the exposition from 
August 13th to the end of October. The 
opening is to be on a large scale, and will 
be quite a military affair, as the military 
men of the Lake City desire to return the 
compliment to their southern soldier friends 
for the handsome way they were treated 
during their trip through the south last 
November. It is expected to have all the 
military from all the southern states; and 
the fare will be at the remarkable rate of

Saturday, August 15, 2:00 p. m., grand 
street parade; regular troops from Fort 
Sher'dan and 5,000 visiting southern troops. 
Parade from lake front to Lincoln park, 
passing in review in front of.the statue of 
General Grant, before distinguished and 
military guests, governors of states, etc.; 
25,000 bieycle riderg will also take part in 
parade on that day.

Two remarkable cases. of longevity 
recalled recently by a Conversation between 
several gentlemen in this city.
